A  Scandinavian  Festival 

SIBELIUS-NIELSEN  CENTENNIAL:  This  year  we  celebrate  the  100th  anni- 
versaries of  the  birth  of  Jean  SibeHus  (born  December  8th),  and  Carl  Nielsen 
(born  June  9th),  each  of  whom  enjoyed  the  other's  music.  We've  decided  to 
broadcast  all  of  their  music  which  is  available  on  records.  We  hope  to  confound 
the  critics  of  the  former  and  find  new  friends  for  the  latter. 

The  entire  1965  Helsinki  Festival  will  be  heard  during  this  month,  through  the 
courtesy  of  the  Finnish  Radio.  We  have  an  interview  with  Sibelius'  son-in-law, 
conductor  Jussi  Jalas,  and  three  programs  on  Finnish  music  with  Paul  Schoblum, 
Special  Representative  to  this  country  for  the  Finnish  government's  Sibelius  Cen- 
tennial Committee.  We'll  broadcast  a  recital  recorded  for  us  in  Studio  D  (between 
Hollywood  Bowl  appearances)  by  Matti  Lehtinen,  leading  baritone  of  the  Helsinki 
opera.  We  felt  this  was  an  appropriate  time,  too,  to  present  much  additional  Scan- 
dinavian music.  You'll  hear  many  recordings  not  usually  available  in  this  country, 
through  the  good  offices  of  Joe  Cooper  (who  hosts  our  Music  Not  For  Export 
program),  and  Mr.  Schoblum  and  through  the  invaluable  assistance  of  Richard 
Guy,  who  did  the  engineering  on  most  of  the  music  programs  in  this  Folio.  The 
programs  will  feature  the  works  of  Finnish  contemporaries  of  Sibelius  and  Scan- 
dinavian composers  of  today. 

How  many  of  us  have  heard  the  work  of  Leevi  Madetoja,  a  symphonist  in  Fin- 
land during  Sibelius'  time,  or  the  music  of  the  contemporary  Finn,  Joonas  Kok- 
konen,  or  music  by  Uuno  Klami,  Kalervo  Tuukkanen,  Einojuhani  Rautavaara, 
Ahti  Sonninen?  A  curious  thing  happens  once  we  have  heard  Madetoja's  Second 
Syniphony  or  Kokkonen's  Music  for  String  Orchestra  ...  the  names  no  longer  lie 
flat  on  the  page  before  us,  but  stand  up  and  become  human  (and  easier  to  pro- 
nounce!) Much  of  what  we  hear  may  not  appeal  to  us.  Why  should  we  listen  to 
it?  If,  as  I  contend,  it's  the  job  of  a  composer  to  do  his  best  to  turn  out  a  master- 
piece, it's  our  job  as  listeners  to  seek  out  that  masterpiece.  Happy  hunting!
